For Chicken Dishes 


A little over two years ago at 
harvest time 
Mrs. 
Dick Tootle, 
Pickaway County farmer’s w i f e , 
was preparing dinner for her hus­ 
band and his helpers. The county 
home demonstration 
agent, 
Mrs. 
Leora Sayre, dropped in 
with 
a 
memer of the Meredith Publishing 
Co. The Tootles live at Route 2, 
Circleville, a mile north of Yellow­ 
e d . 
The foods editor 
was 
so 
im­ 
pressed with Mrs, Tootle’s 
meal 
and the ease with which she pre­ 
pared for hungry harvest hands 
that she made her the subject of a 
feature article in the September is­ 
sue of Successful Fanning. 
The article is accompanied by a 
two page spread in color showing 
the attractive housewife serving 
chicken and biscuits while her son. 
Bob. 7, watches with pleasure as 
he eats an apple. 
The picture was taken at a pre­ 
arranged trip to Chicago last Feb­ 
ruary. Although not pictured Mrs. 
Tootle’s husband and her o t h e r 
son Tommy, lo, like Mrs. Tootle’s 
cooking just as much as Bobby 
does. 
The Tootle farm is operated on a 
diversified 
basis which 
includes 
com. wheat, hogs and cattle. They 
find it profitable to keep a small 
flock of chickens (about 200) 
for 
eggs and poultry for the freezer. 
Mrs. Tootle prepares six hens at 
a time for her freezer. She cooks 
the chicken and removes the meat 
from the bones. After cutting the 
meat into bite sized pieces she fills 
quart 
containers, 
covering 
the 
meat with broth. This is frozen and 1 


is the basis for many quick deli­ 
cious chicken dishes. 
Mrs. Tootle often makes a dou­ 
ble supply of buttermilk 
biscuits 
and puts a cookie sheet of them in 
her freezer. When they are hard 
she packs them in 
smaller con­ 
tainers Mrs. Tootle says that she 
much prefers a buttermilk biscuit 
for freezing. “ Don’t bake the bis­ 
cuits 
before you 
freeze them," 
Mrs. Tootle warns. 
Mrs. Tootle is the daughter of 
j Mrs. Frank Cryder and the late 
Mr, Cryder of Hallsville. She is a 
home economics m a j o r and 
a 
graduate of Ohio State University. 
She does a lot of substitute teach­ 
ing. 
It is when she Is busy teaching 
that she appreciates her freezer.

when they wfent there as guests of 
Meredith Publishing Co. to have 
their picture taken.
